NEW ORLEANS , La. ( LN S ) — Less than four 
months ago a chapter of the National Committee to 
Combat Fascism (NCCF) — tne organising arm of the 
Black Panther Party in the area was started in 
this port city of the old South. It took two 
months for the law enforcement officials to catch 
on that something was happening in the black com- 
munity surrounding both the headquarters and the 
Desire housing project which is across the street. 
Word came down a month or two age for the chapter 
to get set for a raid. It came Monday night, Sep- 
tember 14. Result: 16 Panthers in jail with bails 

set at $100,000 each, five Panthers charged by 
the state with criminal anarchy; one black youth, 

21, killed; and about two dozen other members of 
the black community injured after city and state 
police occupied the black community. 

The NCCF opened their office m a building 
across the street from the Desire project m the 
most impoverished area in the city. Soon after 
they set up a Breakfast for Children program. The 
police here have been harassing them from the be- 
ginning, NCCF members were busted on trumped-up 
charges. Last week three vendors of the Black 
Panther newspaper were busted for "reddling with- 
out a permit." When the word came down about 
one and a half months ago that they were going tc 
be raided, they fortified the office with firearms 
and sandbags. 

On the night of Monday, September 14, a good 
crowd of Desire residents beat up two men identi- 
fied by the Panthers as ponce informers . The 
people remembered how well they have always been 
treated by the New Orleans Police Department. Pur- 
sued by the crowd, the two escaped into Broussard's 
Grocery. Broussard, who is black, held off the 
people with a gun, shooting into the crowd, wounding 
nine. Mr. Broussard seems to like that position. 
During hurricane Betsy, he got on the roof of his 
store, armed with a rifle to nr event people from 
taking free food even though if ne had given it to 
them he would have been reimbursed by the Federal 
Government . 

The police had to come m to rescue the two 
police-informers By this time noting had broken 
out in and around the area. Two cars were burned. 
Then the police made arrangements fox their raid 
of the NCCF office, new given the excuse they 
needed. At a press conference whj.cn was hastily 
called in the early hours of Tuesday morning, the 
police chief, Clarence Giarusso, accused the Pan- 
thers of beating tne two "alleged" noi ice- i nf or mers . 
He said the Panthers were starting "a systematic 
reign of terror ."

was set at $100,000 each. 

Later, State District Attorney Jim Garr- 
ison announced that state charges of criminal 
anarchy were being filed against five out-of- 
state Panthers who helped organize the chapter. 
They were accused of "advocating the overthrow 
of the Louisiana government by force and vio- 
lence . 

The five accused are Charles Scott, Ro- 
bert Revels, Willie Lee Dawkins, George Lloyd, 
and Steve Green. Scott was already captured 
during the raid. 

According to the people in the community, 
Steve Green is receiving medical care and has 
had a tracheotomy (which is a surgical incision 
on the windpipe to prevent suffocation) . Ac- 
cording to the people taking care of him, one 
bullet went through his neck and another hit 
him in the shoulder. He hasn't been able to 
talk since the injuries. 

The other three are probably also being 
hidden in the Desire projects somewhere. The 
fact that they are being given sanctuary by 
the community despite the fact that the people 
risk prosecution for not reporting gunshot 
wounds to the police and for harboring accused 
felons, shows the amount of support that the 
Panthers have there 

White prisoners from the Parish (County) 
House of Detention were brought to the NCCF 
office to "collect evidence". What that con- 
sisted of was throwing around anything that 
was moveable and smashing anything that wasn't 
— including phones . The Panthers say that 
they took monev and their supply of Panther 
newspapers as well as throwing the sandbags 
out the window, 

Tuesday night four teen-age youths were 
turning the intersection of the block near the 
Broussard Grocery store and the police opened 
fire on them. One was killed and the other 
three wounded 

The ponce claimed they were going to fire- 
bomb the grocery store. The many observers 
of the incident who watched from their front 
porches said they had neither firebombs nor 
weapons (vhich ttie police say were fired at 
them) , 

Doris Smith, who was standing there, look- 
ing on said, "there was no warning, no comment, 
no not ning from the police before the kids 
were shot . 

Three oi the teenagers managed to crawl 
away nut Kenneth Borden, who was fatally wound- 
ed;, Lay m the street for two and a half hours 
f— ore tne police would allow anyone to take 





him away. 

Roosevelt Lee went to the police who were 
keeping the crowds of people away from the body 
and asked if he could get the youth in order to 
take him to a doctor. ’’They told me to get the 
hell back and to get around the corner. They 
gave me the impression that he was going to lie 
out there forever.” 

A crowd of 75-100 people chanted^ 

"I don f t know but it's been said, 

Pig Giarusso should be dead.” 

Police claim that there were two injuries 
in the two nights. The community say there were 
more than two dozen, most of whom refused to go 
to the hosoital for fear they would be arrested. 

Wednesday and Thursday evenings there were 
a number of fi rebomb ings . Significantly none 
were in the Desire project. They caused a total 
of $U0,000 worth of damage on Wednesday night. 

One white-owned grocery store in a black area 
was hit as well as the main downtown shopping area. 

Yet calm won't come when the shooting stops 
and things ”go back to normal.” Because in the 
Desire project, as a young black reporter said, 
’’Normal isn’t very good.” 

They’ve been saying since nre-Martin Luther 
King days that the Desire project was going to 
go up. 10, 59*+ black people — the size of some 
small midwestern towns — are squeezed into the 
barracks-like buildings. Sixty-one percent of 
the families make less than $3,000 a year, ac- 
cording to a study condcuted by the Mayor’s 
office (which wouldn't be expected to be a source 
of exaggeration). 

The project is an island — surrounded by a 
canal, the Mississippi River, an industrial park, 
and a highway. After midnight there is no trans- 
portation to or from the area so the black resi- 
dents might as well live on Devil’s Island. One 
12 year-old boy who left the project for the first 
time asked if he was still in Louisiana. 

Exploitation goes back a long way — it was 
a rich land -owner who romantically named the 
streets that are found in the area — Piety, Human- 
ity, Pleasure, as well as the one from which 
the project takes its name. 

The Desire project’s time has come. The 
people are well armed and have been for years. 
Reporters who interviewed, in total, hundreds of 
people were overwhelmed with the support for the 
Panthers. The few people who had criticism said 
they thought the NCCF was not organized enough. 

And as one resident, Patricia Banks, pointed out, 
the Panthers have even more sympathy than ever. 
(Certainly the fact that at least four are being 
hidden and being cared for proves that . ) But 
the struggle now, she goes on to say, is not pol- 
ice against Panthers but police against residents 
of the Desire project.

MILWAUKEE 3 LOSES ONE — 

TRIAL GOES ON AS USUAL

MILWAUKEE, Wise. (LNS)— The trial of the 
Milwaukee 3 — three Panthers accused of attempted 
murder of a roliceman — began on Monday, Sept- 
ember lU only to find in the afternoon that 
one of the defendants had disappeared. The 
3, members of the National Committee to Com- 
bat Fascism — the organizing arm of the Black 
Panther Party here, Earle Leverette, Jesse 
Whit ^ and Booker Collins, if convicted can 
get 30 years in a Wisconsin prison. The cop, 
who was the only witness, was unharmed. 

Earle, Jesse, and Booker had also been 
convicted of resisting arrest in the same 
incident. and have just finished serving a 
year’s sentence on that charge. Earle was the 
only one who the NCCF had been able to raise 
the $5,000 bail for. 

He appeared at court in the morning and 
during recess ate lunch with his lawyer. Ho 
left his lawyer, saying that he would see him 
at the afternoon session. 

When he didn’t appear, the District At- 
torney (who since he is funning for reelection, 
has taken a special interest in the case and 
decided to argue it himself instead of giving 
it to an assistant) asked for an indefinite 
continuance. Instead, the judge decided that 
Earle would be severed from the case and the 
other two tried as soon as possible. 

So except for Earle, the trial continues 
unchanged. Already it had been moved up from 
the original date of September 21 when the 
Milwaukee Liberation Front had scheduled a 
week-end of demonstrations, September 26-28 
culminating in a fally at the courthouse, ad- 
dressed by Chicago Panther Bobby Rush and Tom 
Hayden. Coincidentally, vice president Spiro 
Agnew was coming to town on September 25. 

Under pressure from Spiro’s own Secret Service, 
the court date was moved uo because they were 
afraid of demonstrations . It is now expected 
that the judge and the District Attorney will 
try their hardest to get the trial finished by 
September 25. The Milwaukee Liberation Front 
says the rallies will be held anyway. 

A warrant has been issued for Earle's ar- 
rest. In fact the police picked up a black 
man later Monday afternoon, thinking he was Lev- 
erette. His lawyer went in to identify him 
but they had gotten the wrong man — a Panther 
from Chicago. 

The NCCF chapter feels there is a possibil- 
ity that he has been kidnapped by the police. 

The trial is going all too typically since 
its momentum stopped when Earle disappeared. 

Jesse and Booker’s bail has now been hiked up 
to $25,000 each. Any number of defense motions 
have been denied. The judge refused to excuse 
a juror who has two brothers and a nephew on the 
Milwaukee Police Department oh the grounds that 
he has never once discussed their work in 20 years. 
The plans are still on for the rallies Sept.

From Aug. 3 to Sept. 9 a group of about 60 
Puyallups, joined by Indians from many Western 
states and Canada and by a few white supporters, 
lived on this 1 tile ^tr-p o- l<md ana fished 
with nets on the Puyal iup River for salmon, 

Indian tribes of the Northwest have been catching 
and living on salmon since before the Pilgrims 
ancestors had even heard ot the New World. So 
in 1970 the Puyallups were not about to be 
stopped from fishing just because the Washington 
state government had decided that rich white 
sports fishermen were more eligible to catch 
salmon that the descendants of the original 
inhabitants of the Pacific Northwest. 

The state has been trying to stop Indians 
from fishing on the Puyallup since the mid- 
1950s. Dozens of arrests have been made, nets 
and other valuable equipment have been confiscated 
or destroyed, and the Indians have fought pitched 
battles with the cops when their fishing en- 
campments were invaded T his year a new spirit 
of militancy arid determination has sprung up 
among Indians across the country and especially 
on the West Coast. Actions at places like 
Alcatraz, Fort Lawton, and Pit River have pro- 
duced an enthusiastic response from Indians of 
all ages In August, the Puyallups took steps to 
stop state authorities Norn ripping off their 
fishina rights: tribe members supplied themselves 
with rifles and ammunition and warned that any- 
one who attempted to interfere with them fishing 
camp would be shot 

Armed guards and tigtv security measures 
kept police ha-assmenl to a minimum for O^er a 
month, arid the Indians netted Mwge numbers of 
salmon and sold them ■ n la , ohm markets to Support 
the gr owing ■ uinmun ' ty by the ri.em But the 
“fish-m" w a s att.r,:, trnig wide media 'Overage, 
and the state was getting more and more annoyed;

What the Puyallup Indians are fighting for 
is simple: they want to survive. In 1850, 

there WG i e only 500 whites in the entire Puget 
Sound a»ea (where Tacoma and Seattle are located). 
Taking salmon from the many rivers of the region 
was the main activity of the tribes living 
near the Sound, and most of their culture and 
wealth was linked to the uninterrupted catch of 
the 1 a* ge pink-omnge fish One Indian saying 
held that if a person was without salmon for 
three days “his heart failed him," 

In 1853, white capitalist expansion came 
to Puget Sound with a vengeance. The Congress 
made Washington a U.S territory without 
bothering to consult the Indian tribes who 
still held most of the land In 1854, the 
Puyallup and Nisqually tribes, who had little 
acquaintance with money or private property 
since neither institution existed in their 
societies* were convinced by a crafty Territorial 
governor to sign the Treaty of Medicine Creek. 

The treaty ceded 2,240,000 acres of some of 
the richest land in the Western Hemisphere to 
the US government for $32,500 - just over a 
penny an acre 

The Indians managed to salvage one thing 
from the Medicine Creek swindle, however. 

Article III of the treaty granted the Puyallups 
"the right of taking fish at all usual and 
accustomed grounds and stations." To the Indians, 
this was the safeguard of their entire existence. 

The next hundred years brought a quick 
erosion of the Puyallups 1 land and fishing 
rights The Northern Pacific got federal 
permission to build branch lines on Puyallup 
property The U.S Congress transformed 
ownership of Indian land from tribes to in- 
dividuals, making it easier for white speculators 
to buy the remaining land cheaply from im- 
poverished Indian owners And the state of 
Washington began building dams all along the 
best salmon r i ve r s and granting commercial and 
sports fishermen licenses to catch salmon in 
ar eas up r i ver i rom Indian "usual and accustomed 
grounds arid stations " Furthermore, in the last 
two decades, industrial pollution from sewage 
plants and lumber coils has further cut down the 
amount o\ salmon Indians can catch in Washington's 
waterways

The armed fishing camp in Tacoma is just the 
beginning. While ACLU and white radical lawyers 
attempt to win suits against the state's actions, 
the Puyallups are "not relying on the 'justice' 
of the courts," according to Ramona Bennet, a 
member of the Tribal Council. Two days after 
the police attack, Puyallups and their supporters 
were beginning to set up another fishing camp 
near a different section of the river. And they 
will continue to carry guns for self-defense. 

As one Indian had painted in three-foot high 
red letters underneath a railroad bridge near 
the old fishing camp: "Without a People's Army, 

the People Have Nothing."

Leary got away from the minimum security 
prison by climbing over a wire mesh fence topped 
with two strands of barbed wire. No one saw him go, 
apparently, or no one cared. Or someone helped 
him do it. His prison clothes were found a few 
hours later in a gas station just off highway 101, 
the main North-South route through California. 

Police authorities and the FBI, who have 
joined in the search, have regularly checked out 
the Berkeley home of Leary's wife, Rosemary. But 
it is suspected that Tim is already in Mexico. 

Leary was placed in the California Men's 
Colony at San Luis Obispo because authorities 
were sure he was unlikely to "be violent or 
attempt to escape." 

United Press International received a state- 
ment postmarked L.A. and signed "Bernadine Dohrn", 
saying "The Weatherman underground has had the honor 
and pleasure of helping Dr. Timothy Leary escape 
from the prisoner-of-war camp at San Luis Obispo." 


OPENS IN ALGERIA 

ALGIERS (LNS) — The first foreign embassy 
of the Black Panther Party; opened in the capital 
of Algeria on September 13, with a reception at- 
tended by representatives of the world's fore- 
most revolutionary peoples. The opening of the 
new embassy came as the Algerian government of- 
ficially recognized the Panthers as a revolution- 
ary organization on a par with other liberation 
movements in Asia, Africa and Latin America. 

Eldridge Cleaver and Elaine Brown represent- 
ed the Black Panther Party at the receptitih. The 
ambassadors of the Democratic People's Republic 
of Korea, and thf? People's Republic of China; 
representatives of the Provisional Revolutionary 
Government of South Vietnam, and A1 Fat-ah-;- and 
the head of the liberation movement department 
of the Algerian National Liberation Front were 
among those who greeted the opening of the em- 
bassy. 

A group of American movement people who 
had accompanied Eldridge and Elaine on a trip 
to Korea, China and Vietnam were also at the 
opening ceremonies. 

The BPP embassy will function as a center 
for communication between the liberation strugg- 
les of the Third World and the struggle in the 
US.

Of course, we're riding with you and under- 
stand what a financial crisis at LNS means. We 
just don't think single-spacing is something to 
settle into. There must be better ways to cut 
back expenses, that don't hurt the papers. Ob- 
viously, we think that LNS material is im- 
portant enough that we wouldn't cut back on it 
simply because it's more hassle. But we'd 
guess that with papers not as politically motivated 
the added inconvenience might just mean a few.

Reservists Against the War (RAW) was fortaed 
earlier this month to organize and publicize 
contributions of drill and summer camp pay by 
reservists and National Guardsmen to organizations 
and candidates working to stop the war on Indo- 
china, stop imperialism, and fight against 
oppression, racism, and misuse of the environ- 
ment at home. We are particularly concerned with 
supporting active duty GIs organizing for their 
rights and to stop the war. 

We will be publishing the RAW TRUTH news- 
letter periodically to describe RAW, describe the 
activities of groups or candidates to whom 
reservists might want to contribute, account for 
donations given to or through RAW, and report on 
problems of concern to reservists. Eventually we 
would like to see a reservists' movement^of 


equal militancy with the active duty GIs' ipovement. 

Our emphasis is on donations by reservists, 
however, because of the cautious nature of so 
many reservists, because of the desperate need 
for money in the movement, and because of the goo ^ 
press inherent in the idea of "army pay for peace.

Because, 
we are spared from fighting we feel a special obli- 
gation to work constructively for a complete 
military withdrawal, without conditions and without 
deal?, for the sake of our fellow Americans in 
uniform, youth of draft age, and our country's 
well-being. 

We feel that the donation of part or all of 
our reserve training pay is a particularly ap- 
propriate expression of our commitment, and we 
urge fellow Reservists and National Guardsmen to 
join us in donating pay from Summer training and 
weekend drills to the cause of peace.

To: Participants in the Movement Speakers Bureau: 

"Good ideas are slow in coming to reality" is 
an old Transylvanian proverb. Last Fall we began 
the Movement Speakers Bureau with hopes of pro- 
viding a real service organization for the various 
radical groups. We lacked capital and experience. 
Various strains of the movement complained that 
we did not favor them, other well-known speakers 
kept restrictive contracts with regular capitalistic 
agencies even though we did not ask that they go 
exclusively with MSB. In addition, many of us 
were involved in trials that had their own booking 
arrangements and this greatly hurt the Bureau's 
chances of growth. 

Nevertheless, the Bureau has managed to survive 
and establish itself as an active agency placing 
speakers. We have moved to a larger, more con- 
venient location, 365 West 42nd St., at Ninth 
Avenue. We have made the important addition of Bob 
Lamb to our staff. He served as office manager 
and media liason during the Chicago Conspiracy 
Trial and had ample experience placing speakers. 
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Bob will join Joyce Plecha, of last year's staff, 

in running Move-Speak. We have made a special 
arrangement with a travel bureau and will be in 
a better position to arrange travel and lodging 
accomodations, if requested. New speakers have 
been added to the line-up. 

Last year the Bureau operated at a deficit 
and we were barely able to pay most of the loans 
that were needed to begin operations. Essen- 
tially there were no profits to distribute. 1970- 
71 should, because of the changes made, prove to 
be a profitable year. We have revised our system 
of profit dispersal to the following : 75% of 

the fee goes to the speaker, 25% of the fee goes 
to MSB. 

At the end of each year, in June, an accoun- 
ting is made of net profits (after operating 
expenses). Each speaker who gave one speech gets 
an equal voting share in the distribution of that 
money. If a speaker gives two speeches, he is 
entitled to two votes, and so on. Each speech 
is one share. Participants are thus free to vote 
almost their entire fee to groups they wish to 
support. In this way we each control our own 
earnings and help build the Bureau, so that it 
can continue to place new, less well-known 
speakers and maintain its non-sectarianism. 

It is exactly the type of alternative in- 
stitution we should begin to create. Each of us 
has to play a role, though, in promoting the 
Bureau, in giving it preference to other agencies 
and in channeling speaking dates that we get 
from personal contacts through the Bureau. Every 
time you speak or get a request to speak tell the 
people involved about Move-Speak. Carry some MSB 
cards with you or mail them to campus contacts. 
Also, if you are in touch with campus groups, 
have them convince the student government or the 
student speakers bureau to contact MSB before book 
ing their speakers. Chances are we are handling 
many of the same people they get through regular 
booking means; in addition to many speakers not 
available through any other agency. 

Come on up and visit us when you are in - 
New York. '

EL GRITO DE LARES: 

PUERTO RICAN NATIONAL INDEPENDENCE DAY IS 
SEPTEMBER 23

When we attend the public schools of the 
united states and the colonial schools of Puerto 
Rico, we are taught that George Washington is the 
father of "our country," that the Fourth of July 
is "our" national independence day, that Abraham 
Lincoln freed "our slaves", and that the u.s. 
national anthem is supposed to make us feel pat- 
riotic. They indoctrinate us this way even though

El Grito de Lares, September 23, 1868, is our 
national independence day, and La Borinquena is 
our national anthem. 

Why has the united states eliminated our his- 
tory and tried to convince us from our early youth 
that we are united states "americans"? The u.s 
understood from the time it invaded our island in 
1868 that if Puerto Ricans could be made to forget 
our history, national culture, language, feelings 
of pride for our warriors — if they could make us 
forget all that, then there would be nothing to 
hold us together. As a people we would have no col- 
lective understanding that we are, have been and 
must continue to be a nation. When a colonized 
people can no longer relate to their brothers aid 
sisters they become weak and will not fight together 
to defend the land they live on; and it is the land 
of Borinquen that the u.s. has done so much to 
control. This elimination of us as a people (genocide) 
and takeover of our land (colonialism) is what we 
are fighting. 

The YOUNG LORDS PARTY states clearly in Point 6 
of our Program, "We want a true education of our 
creole culture and Spanish language." Part of that 
education is understanding the long struggle for 
liberation that we have waged from the time of 
the Taino Indians against the Spanish adventurers, on 
down to the present. 

Ramon Emeterio Betances through his actions 
and words guided Puerto Rican freedom fighters both 
immediately after his death and on until today. He 
was a brother from Cabo Rojo who went to France, 
became a doctor and returned to serve his people. 

He became known on the island for his medical, work 
among the people, particularly Black people in 
slavery, during the plague of 1855, which killed 
30,000 people. He would go from farms to plantations 
where no other doctors were giving medical care to 
the people. 

In 1860, Emeterio began a movement to abolish 
slavery on the island. This campaign started with 
the liberal act of giving money to Black women in 
slavery to buy their newborn children's freedom 
from the patrones. Betances, who was Black, but 
considered "high yellow" and "passable" by Spanish 
racists, soon took the struggle for abolition of 
slavery to a higher level. 

The movement grew and quickly divided into 
two parts; the liberals who just wanted Spain to 
"grant" abolition, and the revolutionaries (then 
called separatists") who fought for complete in- 
dependence from spain as the only way of getting 
real freedom. Betances told the liberals that pe- 
titioning spain for abolition was a waste because 
"Spain cannot give what she does not have," meaning 
freedom. 

By 1867, Betances and his compatriots were 
already preparing the revolutionary organization 
for armed struggle in Borinquen. In the spring of 
that year some Spanish soldiers rebeled against the 
colonial governor. Betances, Ruis Belvis, and other 
separatists were blamed and ordered to be arrested 
and sent to spain. Betances and Belvis went under- 
ground and wound up in New York where thpy got to- 
gether with Cuban brothers who were planning the 
revolution against the Spaniards in Cuba. 

In New York Betances began the long association 
he was to have with other revolutionaries of the 
Caribbean. The Boricuas raised money, recruited men,

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bought guns and constant iv sent propaganda to Puerto 
Rico Ruiz Belvis went to Chiu: to get aid for Bor- 
inquen and was mysteriously killed there by the 
Spaniards Betances went back to the Caribbean where 
he spent the next two years not' mg lus base of oper- 
ations from Haiti, to St Thomas, to the Dominican 
Republic* to Curacao, always in con:;. and of the pre- 
parations on the island 

In September of 1868, the Comitc Roiol ucionario , 
which would be the new government of the Puerto Ri- 
can Republic, the local Juntas m cam city and 
the Legaciones in the countryside were all ready 
for the uprising planned for September 29 But before 
Betances could leave Curacao with the ship. Tele- 
grato, loaded with guns and men an inside agent 
squealed and a whole Junta was busted The leader- 
ship on the island met quickly and decided to go 
ahead without the guns and extra men The result 
was the assault on the mountain town of Lares on 
September 23 (known as El GR1T0 DE LARES J 

Betances raised money . put out propaganda, 
served as representative of the cuban government in 
struggle (while they were still in the mountains), 
and when the Dominican revolutionaries finally over- 
threw the dictatorship, their love for Betances was 
so great that they offered him the presidency of 
their new nation He refused and was named ambas- 
sador to France instead 

All along, Ramon Emeteno Betances continued 
to agitate for Puerto Ricans to rebel against 
spam. In the 1870*5, they began preparing another 
invasion, but his people on the island were cap- 
tured and the whole thing had to start again Betan- 
ces died in France m 1889, where as an old exiled 
man he went to practice medeeme. With his anti- 
racism, revolutionary nationalism, and internation- 
alism, Betances represented then much of what we 
in the YOUNG LORDS PARTY are lighting for now, But 
because of his petty- Bourgeoisie (middle- class) 
origin and that of most of the leaders of the 
revolution in 1868* they could not organize the 
masses of people The lack of training of cadre and 
leaders and the lack of discipline led to many be- 
trayals and leaks in plans Betances' own "profes- 
sionalism" about being a doctor even led him many 
times to treat the oppressors 

A complete understanding of everything that 
Betances stood for m relation to the society of 
his time is not possible now because north amerik- 
kan cultural genocide has kept Puerto Rican his- 
torians from developing in a scientific way their 
method of studying our history he uo know that in 
El Gnto de Lares Betances first proclaimed us 
to the world as a nation to be u ' with and 
respected
